Dear Ms. Zadneprovskaia: 


As you know, Defendants are sending authorization to Primary Treating Physician Dr. Babak 
Jamasbi to provide future medical treatment only. That is supported by the May 28, 2019 report 
from PTP Dr. Patrick O’Lang, at which time he gave Applicant no impairment and no need for 
future medical treatment. Because that report noted that Applicant does have modified permanent 
restrictions, the Tenet does not apply and Applicant is allowed to change PTPs. However as 
discussed with Zachary Kweller of your office, Dr. Jamasbi will only be able to provide future 
medical treatment and therefore will not control indemnity. 


As discussed with Maria Gaytan of your office, the insurance company must send all medical 
records to Dr. Jamasbi, which was the specific request of the doctor. Because Dr. Jamasbi must 
first receive medicals before providing treatment, the insurance company is in the process of 
sending them which, as you can understand, is quite a large task. That information will be sent 
and Dr. Jamasbi will then be authorized. That authorization will be sent under separate cover. 


Please note that it appears Applicant applied for State Disability benefits with the Oakland EDD 
and they picked up as of June 8, 2019 at the rate of $447.00 per week. | already wrote to the 
Oakland EDD objecting to their lien based on the following. 


Defendants justifiably cut off Temporary Total Disability as of May 20, 2019 based on the 
Permanent and Stationary report. Thus, the fact that the EDD picked up on June 8, 2019 will 
certainly complicate future settlement because any demand for reimbursement from the Oakland 
EDD will have to come out of the settlement in the form of Applicant's proceeds. As you are well 
aware, that often causes issues with settlements however that is neither here nor there. Please 
simply note that Defendants justifiably cut off TTD and therefore if the Oakland EDD pursues any 
recovery, it will have to come out of Applicant's proceeds from any settlement. 
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| also see that you requested yet another replacement Panel Qualified Medical Evaluator list 
because Dr. Timothy Lo is not setting within 90 days. Please note that if we receive a third 
replacement list and if the parties are unable to proceed with a med-legal provider at that time, | 
will file a Declaration of Readiness to Proceed to have this issue addressed. Clearly it is not 
prudent for any party to make repeated attempts to obtain a PQME and if that continues to be the 
case, | will request WCAB assistance to address the issue.
